Benchmarking the 2nd Century 
Strategic Plan 



Dear Brothers and Friends of Sigma Phi Epsilon: 



At the end of January, 2004, the National 
Board of Directors met in Oxford, Ohio, and 
evaluated the progress on the Fraternity's 
Strategic Plan. This was an unusual meeting in 
several respects. Perhaps most valuable was 
eliminating the regular orders of business and 
spending a day in retreat, evaluating 
benchmarks in the years leading up to 201 1 to 
ensure success in meeting the goals. 

As you will see on page 1 1 , the national 
grade point average for SigEp is getting closer 
to a 3.0. Ten more chapters qualified for the 
Phi Beta Kappa Wheelhouse in the last year. 
Housing, volunteers, and growth will be a 
focus in upcoming issues of The Journal to 
show how the Fraternity is reaching those 
goals. We have never seen such clear alignment 
with progress in these important areas. 

One tenet of the Strategic Plan calls for 
SigEp to be so good that other fraternities strive 
to emulate us. Four fraternities, BetaTheta Pi, 
Phi Delta Theta, Sigma Chi, and Phi Kappa 
Tau, were all founded in Oxford. Beta and Phi 
Delt Headquarters are also in Oxford. We met 
with both and enjoyed open and frank 
discussions of ways to collaborate in advancing 
the American college fraternity movement. 

Leadership programs 
reaching out 

Undergraduate leaders participated in the 
Carlson Leadership Academies in February. 
Volunteers reported the best volunteer 
programming ever, while more than 2,000 
undergraduates focused on how to work as 
teams to set and reach common goals. More 
than 1 00 volunteer faculty helped prepare our 
young leaders and local volunteers for the 
challenges they face. This year, the focus was on 
the executive committee of each chapter and 
how this group of officers works together as a 
team to achieve consistent excellence over time. 

New Member Camps are currently 
underway in select locations across the country. 
Believing the new member has a world of 
opportunity with Sigma Phi Epsilon, the New 
Member Camp helps stress the importance of 
the Balanced Man Ideal of developing a Sound 



Mind in a Sound Body. These values help the 
young man make the most of his college years 
in the fraternity experience. 

This summer's Frank J. Ruck Leadership 
Institute will be held on the campus of The 
College of William and Mary in Williamsburg, 
Virginia, birthplace of the American Greek- 
letter society with Phi Beta Kappa in 1776. The 
Ruck Leadership Institute will expose 125 
select undergraduate leaders to four high 
impact days of high level leadership training 
with a faculty that includes experts from the 
Pentagon, corporate executives, and higher 
education. The participants will return to their 
campuses next fall ready to impart their 
knowledge to the masses. 

The Quest to Greece will take our best and 
brightest undergraduates with university 
faculty professors in Greek history and send 
them for a brief summer study abroad program 
at the birthplace of Western Civilization — 
Greece. Here they spend two weeks learning 
about the roots of the Balanced Man Ideal, an 
experience that will change their lives. 

Your part as an alumnus 

None of this would be possible without 
the generosity of donors to the Sigma Phi 
Epsilon Educational Foundation. In this issue, 
we recognize their contribution to the work of 
the Fraternity. Without them, SigEp would not 
be able to impact undergraduate lives in the 
same way. Thank you. 

As you can see, we have done a lot since 
the start of the new year, and have a lot more 
coming up. Read on, and see how Sigma Phi 
Epsilon is working to achieve consistent 
excellence over time.

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The Lawn— Jefferson's Vision for a Living, 
Learning Environment

If you told todays college student 
that they will spend their senior 
year living in a room a little larger 
than four office cubicles, with no 
room for an entertainment center, 
computer, and furniture, they would most 
likely rebel. At the very least, they would 
opt for a spacious suite with high-speed 
Internet access and a private bath. Unless 
you were talking to a student attending 
the University of Virginia and the room in 
question is located on The Lawn. 

UVA, as it is known by its faithful 
alumni, students, and fans, is located in 
Charlottesville, Virginia. Its icons are the 
Rotunda and the academic village, 
nicknamed The Lawn. It is here Thomas 
Jefferson erected a monument to the 
pursuit of knowledge as he saw it — where 
students and professors live and learn 
side-by-side. There are two wings, full of 
rooms for the students, flanking the 
southern steps of the Rotunda, East and 
West Lawn. There are five two-story 
pavilions, where professors live and 
classes are taught, in each wing. 

The resident of 44 East Lawn — ^JJ. 
Kasper, Virginia '04 — has an experience 
that few students will ever have. Only a 
couple of doors down in Pavilion Nine, 
the Dean of the Business School wants to 
know if there is anyone on the Lawn 
available to baby-sit his daughter. Not 
exactly what you might envision for an 
elite student getting an invaluable 
interaction with professors. However, it 
should emphasize the living part of 
living-learning.

of 2003, over 400 hopefuls applied for 
one of 47 spots. What does it take to 
be one of those 47? It requires a high 
GPA and involvement in both the 
campus and community. Brother 
Kasper is from Severna Park, Maryland 
and has a 3.94, double-majoring in 
English and Math. He was President of 
the Virginia Eta Chapter. For the past 
three years, he has served as a Judiciary 
Counselor for both the school and the 
Interfraternity Council. He spent two 
years in the Fellowship of Christian 



Athletes and, for three years, was one 
of the Mascots for the school. 

Kasper noted that his desire to get 
involved stemmed from older brothers in 
the chapter, "I remember when our 
former Chapter President Leondras 
Webster (Leondras J. Webster, Virginia 
'02) encouraged me to try out for the 
IFC Judiciary Council. Stevie Kaplan 
(Steve A. Kaplan, Virginia '02) got me 
involved with the Judiciary Council, and 
Pat Kelly (Patrick M. Kelly, Virginia '02) 
looked for someone to take over being

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the mascot." Kasper mentioned there 
was lots of interest in younger brothers 
who wanted to follow in his footsteps 
and live on The Lawn. 

One thing Kasper stressed was that 
he was not a "Lawnie." "Lawnies" are 
students who yearn to live on The Lawn 
and proceed to join an organization just 




to build their resume and better their 
odds. While it may be a tough moniker 
to have, it illustrates that students at 
UVA want to be a part of Jefferson's 
vision. They want to live next to their 
professors. They want to live on The Lawn 
and are very envious of those who do. 

For his interview with The Journal, 
Kasper opened the double doors of his 
room to The Lawn. "I like to open the 
doors; it's nice to have a breeze in here," 
he explained. Part of it was true — he did 
enjoy a breeze. Part of it was for show — 
a show to those "Lawnies" wanting to 
see the inside of these rooms.

As we talked, there were numerous 
people walking past his open doors. 
Every one of them looked in. Some 
glanced as they walked by, as if to say, "I 
know what one of those rooms looks 
like, but I am still going to sneak a 
peek." Others paused to take in the 
sight. They quickly moved on as they 

did not want to disturb 
our conversation. 

An Experience 
Few Have 

So what does 
Kasper gain from his 
one year on The Lawn? 
His learning reaches 
beyond the classroom. 
His neighbors are not 
only the professors, but 
also 46 other high 
achievers. One can 
only thrive in an 
environment such as 
this. He likens part of 
his experience to living 
in a fraternity house, 
which he did during his 
time as President. 
"Much like the 
fraternity house is the 
center of activity, there 
is always something to 
do here on The Lawn. 
You have to be 
disciplined to manage 
your time, or you see 
everything and get 
nothing done." Three times a semester, 
the entire Lawn has dinner together. 
Once it was held in the Rotunda; 
another time it was a progressive meal 
in each of the Pavilions — appetizers in 
Pavilion One, salads in Pavilion Two, etc. 

Professors invite the students over to 
their pavilions for different events. During 
Halloween, the same dean who needed a 
last-minute baby sitter had a chili dinner 
for several of the students. On another 
occasion, Kasper attended a garden party 
(each Pavilion has its own unique garden 
as set forth by Jefferson) hosted by Dr. 
Larry J. Sabato, a well-known political

founded the University of Virginia 

in 1819, he envisioned 

a place where the student 

lived and learned alongside 

the teacher. The Rotunda was built 

to house the library, 

and its dome shape is modeled 

after the Pantheon in 

Rome and symbolizes the 

enlightened mind. 

analyst seen on CNN and MSNBC. 
During the course of the evening, Mark 
Warner, Governor of Virginia, stopped by 
for a few minutes, mingling with the 
students and Dr. Sabato. At these events, 
the discussions can range from academic 
in nature to purely social. 

In addition to the interaction with 
professors and students, Kasper is a part 
of the history of the school. On the 
outside of his closet, there is a simple list 
of names going back to the 1840s. Those 
names belong to the former residents of 
44 East Lawn. In front of Kasper s room, 
on November 12, 1840, law professor 
John A.G. Davis was shot and killed by a 
student. This upheaval led to the 
establishment of the nations oldest 
student-run honor system. Today, every 
student vows not to lie, cheat, or steal. 
Personally, Kasper feels the honor system 
is a bit too reactionary; the only penalty 
is expulsion from the school. While his 
view may not be the most popular among 
his peers, it is only in a place like UVA 
where students have that kind of 
discussion. 

In the Jeffersonian spirit of living 
and learning with professors, Sigma Phi 
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Epsilon has developed the Residential 
Learning Community (RLC). While 
there are no chapter homes with a 
professor residing in them (as yet) many 
chapters have an increased level of 
interaction with a Faculty Fellow. They 
are members of the faculty intimately 
involved with a SigEp chapter. 

When asked his thoughts on the 
Sigma Phi Epsilon RLC, Kasper 
explained, "I can see nothing but positive 
results in having a Faculty Fellow. It is 
difficult to find the right professor, and 
Virginia Eta is trying. We recently held a 
reception for the faculty on The Lawn. It 
is a start." Before this year and before 
Brother Kasper, the chapter would never 
have hosted a reception on The Lawn. So 
why does your national Fraternity believe 
in a partnership with faculty? The belief is 
simple. Re-read this article and substitute 
the phrase "on The Lawn" with "in the 
Sigma Phi Epsilon chapter home."

With enrollment at an all-time high 
on most campuses, the faculty-student 
interaction is weakened. There are just 
too many students in a classroom, and 
relationships with professors must be 
built outside of class. Sigma Phi Epsilon 
has created a more defined role for 
faculty advisors to help foster that 
interaction — the Faculty Fellow. A 
Faculty Fellow meets with chapter 
members on a weekly, sometimes daily 
basis. Their roles differ from student- 
to-student and campus-to-campus, 
but, in general, they mentor and guide 
undergraduates. Whether they answer 
questions about the campus or put 
SigEps in touch with resources to be 
successful. Faculty Fellows provide a 
vital link to the school and help enhance 
a young SigEp's degree. Some attend 



chapter meetings and have meals with 
the chapter. Others invite their 
colleagues to speak to the chapter. 

On some campuses. Faculty Fellows 
have an office in the chapter house — 
that is right, an office. Brothers meet 
with the Faculty Fellow, study, conduct 
chapter business, and a whole host of 
other tasks. The results are impressive. 
Chapters that have a Faculty Fellow 
show a higher GPA than the rest of the 
Fraternity— 3.098 vs. 2.939. The 
benefits are not just academic.

Victor Wilson (Victor K. Wilson, 
Georgia) involved has helped our 
chapter in so many ways. He helps the 
brothers find themselves. He is a 
counselor, role model, and friend."

Vital to a Sound Mind 
and Sound Body

Why are we as Americans so sleepy? With 
longer commutes and work days, study, 
family, and friends, our precious sleep 
time is severely diminished. Living in a 
24-hour society, we face endless 
distractions that keep us from getting an 
ideal seven to nine hours of sleep that 
experts say we need. 

According to a survey by the 
National Sleep Foundation (NSF) in 
2002, one-third of Americans said that 
fatigue adversely affects their daily 
productivity at least a few days a month, 
and one in six reported these symptoms 
twice a week or more. The 18- to 29- 
year-olds were the largest age group most 
likely to report daytime fatigue. 

Being sleepy can affect your life 
adversely. For instance, lack of sleep can 



reduce your fitness level, and limit your 
memory. Fatigue may also slow down 
your mental processes which can lead to 
the 10,000 automobile accidents and 
1,500 deaths each year as reported by the 
National Highway Traffic Safety 
Administration. A more recent study 
confirmed that lack of sleep actually 
accelerates the aging process since many 
of the body's cells, which are produced 
during deep sleep, are unable to increase 
production, and protein breakdown is 
unable to progress. Since proteins are the 
building blocks of cell growth and repair 
from damaging factors like stress and 
ultraviolet rays, deep sleep can really be 
called "beauty sleep." 

Now that you know the downfalls of 
not getting enough sleep, let's tackle how 
to ensure you get the maximum zzz's per 
night. 



1. Steer clear of stimulants 
(i.e., caffeine, alcohol, and 
nicotine) at least four hours 
before you go to sleep. If you do 
decide to drink, have a virgin 
screwdriver (orange juice) for last 
call since fructose (the 
predominant sugar in OJ) can 
accelerate how fast your body 
metabolizes alcohol as much as 25 
percent. 

2. Set up a sleep schedule 
so you get your body into a 
routine, preferably retiring before 
10 p.m. and waking up at the 
same time every morning. If you 
are still awake by 11 p.m., your 
body will increase the production 
of melatonin, a hormone that 
assists our body in sleep 
regulation that will make you 
drowsier as the night progresses. 

3. Make your bed a sacred space 
for sleep only. 

if you do other activities like 
paying bills, reading, and 
watching TV, your may train your 
body to associate being in bed 
with staying awake, thus making 
it harder to fall asleep. 

4. Take a brisk walk or do a little 
yoga before bed. 

According to a study done by the 
University of Arizona, a brisk six- 
block walk was the right amount 
of exercise to do in the late 
afternoon. You can also try to do 
some easy yoga poses like 
forward bends, twists, or basic 
inversions. An easy pose is to lie 
on your back with your heels 
facing the ceiling against a wall, 
eyes closed, and take 10 deep 
abdominal breaths. 

5. Wake up with the sun 

or use very bright artificial lights 
in the morning because sunlight 
assists the body in resetting your 
internal clock. Researchers at the 
University of Westminster 
discovered that the levels of the 
stress hormone Cortisol were 
higher in 42 volunteers who 
awoke before the sun was well 
risen. 

If you are having serious problems 
sleeping, it would be wise to seek the 
advice of a doctor who specializes in 
sleep disorders. Such a doctor may be 
available for consultation at the closest 
major hospital.

A year ago Charles D. "Chip" Jetton, 
Appalachian State '04, set a goal to 
run a marathon in less than three hours 
and 10 minutes. That time represents 
an excellent standard to have for his age 
group. Like anyone who sets a high 
goal, Chip established some 
benchmarks to help him reach it. The 
first one was to complete a marathon — 
done. His first race was in January, 
2003, in the Charlotte Marathon, 
where he finished in 3:42:17. He then 
decided to run again. This time his goal 
was to finish in three-and-a-half hours. 
He fell short of that goal in his next 
race, the Richmond City Marathon 
held in November. At the end of the 
race, his time was 3:54:43, but he'll be 
back. Chip plans to run in the New 
York City Marathon if his number is 
selected in the lottery. 

So what are some things that Chip 
learned? "When it comes to overcoming 
obstacles and perseverance, it is 
important to set small goals to get you 
closer to the larger one. For someone 
who has not run more than a couple of 
miles, a 10-mile run may seem too 
lofty," he said. "Increase the distance

slowly and allow for rest. Soon you will 
be running further and requiring less 
recovery time."

Chip plans to shorten the 
schedule to less than three months.

Sound Mind and Sound Body 
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Surviving Testicular Cancer— Paul Peterson's Story

Imagine you are 1 8-years-old and 
just graduated from high schooL 
You are set to attend a large univer- 
sity and have the whole world 
ahead of you. Then you discover a lump, 
not on your testicles, but on your breast. 
Pretty odd, right? Your conscience tells you 
to see a doctor and he schedules a mammo- 
gram. Those are for women, right? 

Those questions circled in Paul W. 
Peterson's (Minnesota '03) head in the 
summer of 1999, and those events 
happened to him. The results of the 
mammogram were just as odd. "Lay off 
the soda," his doctor told him. He 
attributed the lumps to the copious 
amounts of soda Paul must have been 
drinking. So under advice from his 
doctor, Paul cut back on the soda and 
went on to the University of Minnesota. 

Soon after getting to campus he 
joined the Minnesota Alpha Chapter, 
and Paul would ride his bicycle from the 
chapter house to campus. Within the 
first two weeks he noticed that his right 
testicle was swollen and felt hard. His 
first thought was that he had injured it 
on his daily commute. Another week 
went by, and again, Paul's conscience told 
him to see a doctor. Within the first few 
moments of examining the area, the 
doctor felt 95 percent certain that it was 
testicular cancer. 

Cancer Discovered 

This time the prognosis was correct. 
Paul had cancer in his right testicle, and 
this time the soda had nothing to do 
with it. The surgery to remove his 
infected testicle was scheduled for the 
following Tuesday. Any delays would 
risk the cancer spreading to the rest of 
his body. 

According to Paul, it didn't sink in 
that he had cancer, and fortunately there 
was not much time for him to come to 
grips with it. Prior to the surgery he 
called Recruitment Chairman Jeffrey M. 
Wallace, '01, and told him that he 
would have to quit SigEp and leave the 
university to undergo extensive 
chemotherapy. This would take up the 
entire year, and if things went well, he 
should be back the following fall. 
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Paul W Peterson, Minnesota '03, at the 2003 
Grand Chapter Conclave in San Antonio, Texas. 
He served as a Student Director on the National 
Board of Directors. 

The surgery called for an incision to 
be made in his pubic region. The doctor 
then pulled out the cancerous testicle. 
After the surgery, Paul had another week 
of tests, which included an ultrasound 
on the remaining testicle. During this 
period, between 40-45 brothers went to 
his house to see how he was doing. They 
asked questions about the nature of 
testicular cancer and what to look for. 
Paul remembers that William M. 
McLaughlin, '02, said to him, "Once a 
SigEp, always a SigEp. We look forward 
to having you back next year." For Paul 
this act of Brotherly Love solidified his 
decision to be a SigEp. Paul would later 
replace Will on the National Board of 
Directors after his tragic death. 

No Need for Chemo? 

After the surgery, Paul was set to 
have a portocath inserted into his chest. 
This device has an opening just under 
the skin. It allows the chemotherapy to 
be injected into the body. This procedure 
was set to begin at 9:00 a.m. At 9:45, 



Paul's oncologist came into the room to 
prevent the procedure. She had fmally 
spoken to the most recognized specialist 
on testicular cancer. Dr. Lawrence 
Einhorn, Lance Armstrong's oncologist. 
He advised that due to Paul's young age, 
there was a possibility his immune 
system would destroy the remaining 
cancer in his body. If that were true, 
there would be no need for chemo. There 
would be no need to leave school for the 
entire academic year. 

It turns out that Paul's immune 
system did destroy the cancer. Two weeks 
after the surgery, his blood markers 
dropped. In January, he was back in 
school and back in SigEp. Paul acted 
quickly and because of that he is alive. So 
what caused the lumps in his chest? High 
levels of the hormone Human Chorionic 
Gonadotropin (HCG) were found in his 
blood.

This event, in 
its fourth year, has helped the chapter raise funds for the Boys and Girls Club 
and for its Balanced Man Scholarship. 

Many chapters fund the scholarship award out of their own budget, 
which does not help them plan for the future. By donating the money to the 
New York lota Chapter fund with the Sigma Phi Epsilon Educational 
Foundation, the chapter is able to use a portion to fund part of the award. In 
2003, New York lota added $1,500 to its chapter fund. As more money is 
invested, the yield on the fund increases.

Sound Body is Key 

Virginia Alpha's commitment to the 
Balanced Man Ideal doesn't stop with the 
BMS banquet; the chapter backs it up 
through chapter programs.

Once a year 
they organize a hiking trip in the 
Shenandoah Mountains. Several SigEps 
compete in varsity and club athletics 
including football, baseball, track, soccer 
and crew.

Totally out of the blue we'll find out that the 
Foundation has inherited a mobile home, an 
office building, or enough cash to establish a 
scholarship fund that will live forever. Those are 
strange days when those gifts arrive. Wonderful 
because we're suddenly able to fund a program 
that might have been struggling; sad because we 
were never able to say thank you to a Brother who 
obviously loved his Fraternity. 

To those secret donors who are quietly 
reading this article, thank you. 

Also not included are those donors who 
contribute funds directly to their local chapter. 
Many times those donations are for "bricks and 
sticks" to refurbish a study room, paint and 
plaster, finally replace the carpet, or build a new 
chapter house. Without them, many of our 



residential facilities would be in disrepair and not 
representative of America's number one fraternity. 
And sadly, although there are bills pending in 
Congress that might ultimately change the policy, 
today's IRS regulations unfortunately deem these 
building donations as non-deductible. 

For those looking for deductible donations 
directed to their specific chapter, the Foundation 
has already developed restricted accounts for each 
chapter that qualify under current regulations. 
Funds donated to these accounts can only be used 
for your chapter under guidelines established by 
you and your local Alumni & Volunteer 
Corporation. Quite a few chapters have 
discovered that the investment return established 
by the Foundation and the paperwork 
responsibility undertaken by the Foundation to 
maintain these accounts are valuable reasons to set 
up these chapter funds with the Foundation as the 
administrator. 

To those local donors who build the buildings 
or build a local chapter fund, thank you. 

And lastly, we realize that the list doesn't 
begin to acknowledge the hundreds of volunteers 
who day in and day out contribute blood, sweat, 
and tears to keep SigEp on the move. Both cash 
and commitment are needed to energize the 
SigEp Experience. And yes, we have a great staff 
Yes, we have raised a significant endowment. 
Neither, however, would mean anything without 
the commitment of time that's volunteered by you. 

To those who are able to donate time, 
thank you. 

Until (and unless) the day comes that we start 
doubling our staff, our ability to track and 
acknowledge all of the "other" contributors to 
SigEp will be limited. What we can do, however, is 
to be certain that we operate the best Foundation 
we can within the resources that are available.

Since becoming Chairman two years ago, I 
have tried to emphasize that this is "your" 
Foundation. This isn't a one-man operation, or a 
l6-man operation. This is a Foundation whose 
sole purpose is to fund the programs that you 
believe in. Our job is to raise money, invest and 
protect that money, and then to put that money to 
work in programs that will benefit our Fraternity. 

Just like you, we are volunteers who strongly 
believe in the purpose and progress of Sigma Phi 
Epsilon. And just like you, we have strong ties to 
local chapters and strong beliefs that local 
volunteers and chapters are the key to our future. 

About half of the Foundation's annual 
expenditure is controlled by restricted funds for 
local chapters or scholarship programs that are 
governed by agreements established with the 
original donors. The Foundations job is to 
administer these funds, deliver the guaranteed 
return on investment, and confirm that the funds 
are distributed in accordance with the agreement. 

The balance of the Foundation's expenditure 
is in response to requests from the Fraternity. Each 
year the Fraternity develops an annual budget and 
Foundation Grant Application. And each year, the 
Foundation Trustees meet with the Executive 
Director and the Grand President to review the 
application and determine what we can fund. All 
of our national resource allocation is based on 
these requests from the Fraternity and the 
Fraternity's decision regarding priority programs. 

Some of our ability to fund a program is 
limited by IRS regulations that dictate the type of 
expenses that qualify for tax-deductible donations. 
And of course, some of our funding is limited by 
the dollars that we have available. 

And that gets us back to you. 

With the transition in the US economy and 
the strengthening of the stock market, this year

The Thunderbird Old Boys, alumni 
rugby players from the American 
Graduate School of International 
Management, began planning a rugby 
tour of Cuba over a year ago. Charles A. 
Hamilton, Montana '88, President of 
the Thunderbird Alumni Rugby 
Association, arranged to have the tour 
coincide with the school's non-credit 
alumni traveling course, led by 
Professor of Business Spanish 
Carmen Vega-Carney and an old 
hand at all things Cuban. 

The touring side was coming 
up a little short of players, so Chuck 
posted the travel opportunity to the 
SigEp talk group. Richard M. Diaz, 
Colorado School of Mines '05, 
answered the call and joined the 
group. He was a welcome addition 
and a fine example of Sigma Phi 
Epsilon. He had no prior knowledge 
of Chuck or the group, but still threw 
in his trust with the bunch. What follows 
is a brief description of their trip. 

Friday, August 29, 2003 

Once in Cuba, we were escorted to 
the older portion of the airport for 
customs. The line at customs was long and 
the agents a bit menacing, but once 
through, we were off to the tour bus (safe 
and clean) and on to Havana. The weather 
was nice in Havana, albeit humid. The 
Hotel Telegrafo was nicer than the hotel in 
Cancun, to our surprise. After unpacking, 
a small group of us took a jog around the 
seawall of the city. We received many stares 
from the locals. But it was a great way to 
get acquainted with our surroundings. It is 
a beautiful, run-down city. 

Saturday, August 30, 2003 

Woke up groggy but not feeling as bad 
as I thought I would. A group of us went 
for a quick walk into Old Havana for 
shopping at Mercado de Arte y de 
Artesania de la Catedral, and a bite to eat. 

The weather was sunny and warm and 
the beach was filled with locals. They 
appeared to be fairly well off, as Cubans go. 
We dropped our gear on the sand and went 
in for a cool dip and body surfing. Nearby 
was an elevated open air "cabana" where 



they were serving seafood (lobster 
tails, shrimp, etc.). 

Sunday, August 31, 2003 

Around 10:00 a.m., we arrived 
and started to get ready. The pitch 
was a local playing field and 
appeared in decent condition. 
Crowds were gathering, including 
approximately 30 police/militia 
personnel. 





Once we were dressed, 
we took the field and began to stretch and 
prepare for the match. It was unbelievably 
hot and humid. Jerseys were wet after only 
a few minutes of warming up. This would 
prove to be challenging for a lot of us. The 
neat thing about the match was the pomp 
and circumstance surrounding it. Both 
teams lined up before the match, carrying 
each of its respective country's flags, and 
were introduced individually over a loud 
speaker — not your typical start to a match. 
The Sports Minister of the province also 
welcomed us and gave us a written 
"proclamation" that commemorated the 
match. 

We were a bit rusty and the final score 
was a bit lopsided, but we came together in 
the second half and put some points on the 
board. Indios Caribe is a pretty decent 
team, and they moved the ball around well. 
Overall, we did the best we could given the 
circumstances. Yet it is always 
disappointing to lose. Final score: 39-17. 

Monday, September 1, 2003 

Today was official educational tour 
day. Danny, our tour guide, was going to 
show us the Cathedral de le Habana, La 
Plaza Revolucion, Memorial de Jose Marti, 
and other tourist spots. It was to be mostly 
a walking tour. Havana has tremendous old

world charm, and once the political system 
becomes more western-style, it will be a 
great tourist destination. For now, Cuba is 
a developing third-world country with a 
totalitarian, communist government. 

Tuesday, September 2, 2003 

The second match of the tour was 
scheduled for 5:00 p.m. that afternoon in 
the western part of the city at an old, 
run-down stadium. 

At 3:00 p.m., we boarded the bus for 
the next match, stopping along the way at 
Jose Marti Plaza for team photos. Although 
still humid and warm, the weather for this 
match was much better than on Sunday. 
We still drank many gallons of water. 

We played a better match, but it was 
not reflected in the flnal score. In the 
second half, the rain started, making the 
rugby ball quite difficult to handle. In the 
end, injuries and a lack of cohesion 
prevented us from victory. Still great fun! 
Final score: 45-0 Giraldillos. 

The post party was at a restaurant/bar 
atop the old U.S. Embassy in Old Havana. 
Great views of the harbor and the opposing 
team seemed nice. We even had a few join 
us the next day at the beach. They were 
thankful for the give-aways we had for 
them and their families. 

Thursday, September 4, 2003 

The morning was filled with breakfast 
and last minute shopping. We said our 
goodbyes to the people staying on in Cuba 
and were off to the airport by 12:00 p.m. It 
was nice to be back in a second-world 
country, even if it was unbelievably 
touristy.

When NASA 
communicates with the 
Mars Exploration Rovers, it 
utilizes antennas created by 
Michael P. Thelen, Loyola 
Marymount '98. Brother 
Thelen works for the Jet 
Propulsion Laboratory 
(JPL), which is managed 
for NASA by the California 
Institute of Technology. He 
designed all but one of the 
antennas used on these 
historic missions. Named 
"Spirit and Opportunity," 
the rovers launched within 
weeks of one another in 
June and July. Spirit 
successfully landed on the 
surface of Mars early in 
January and is searching for 
evidence of a wet history 
on the planet. As of press 
time. Opportunity had not 
yet landed on Mars. 

When asked to describe the feeling 
of creating such a vital piece to the 
historic mission, Mike said, "The 
feeling is best described by when I go 
outside, look up into the sky at Mars, 
and know that my hardware has 
successfully landed there." 

In addition to the Mars explorers, he 
is working on the Mid Infrared 
Instrument that will fly on the James 
Webb Space Telescope. It will be 
launched in 201 1 to replace the Hubble 
Space telescope. This instrument is

designed to give a more thorough 
understanding of the origins of the 
Universe and operates at the extremely 
cold temperature of 6° Kelvin, or -450° 
Fahrenheit. 

Brother Thelen studied engineering 
at Loyola Marymount, and in the summer 
of 1996 he began working part time at 
the JPL, a job that evolved into a career. 
He has been involved with science 
instrument development, ion engines, and 
interplanetary spacecraft that visited five 
of the nine planets in the solar system. 



Washburn stadium named to honor Yager 

An anonymous donor chose to honor Gary E. Yager, Washburn '76, by 
naming the Moore Bowl Football Stadium after him. The Ichabods now play 
their home games at Yager Stadium at Moore Bowl. The naming rights to the 
stadium were secured with a $1 million dollar donation, part of a $4.3 million 
dollar renovation. So why did the donor choose Yager? The humble Yager 
played football for the Ichabods in the early 1970s, earning all-conference 
honors at running back his senior season. After graduating, he went into the 
banking business in Topeka, Kansas. For almost 30 years. Brother Yager has 
been a contributing leader in the community, epitomizing the ideal scholar- 
athlete. He is currently the vice chairman and director of Western National 
Bank. 
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Famed Wall Street Journal Editor 

Robert L. Bartley, Iowa State '59 




Robert Bartley was honored in March, 2000 as one of the 100 Business News 
Luminaries of the Century, and attended the dinner with his wife, Edith. 

He was one of the most influential journalists in 
American history. President George W. Bush awarded him 
the Presidential Medal of Freedom award, the highest civilian 
honor. Over his 40 year career, he won a Pulitzer Prize for 
editorial writing, a Gerald Loeb Award and a Citation for 
Excellence from the Overseas Press Club of America. He 
authored a book on Reagan administration economic policy 



titled, "The Seven Fat Years: And How to Do It Again," 
published in 1992 by the Free Press. Robert L. Bartley, Iowa 

State '59, died on December 10, leaving a legacy. 

Brother Bartley joined the Wall Street Journal in 1962. 
He served as a staff reporter in the Chicago and Philadelphia 
bureaus before joining the editorial page staff in New York in 
1964. He was appointed editor of the editorial page in 1972, 
editor of the Journal in 1979 and a vice president of Dow 
Jones & Co. in 1983. He was described by Federal Reserve 
Chairman Alan Greenspan as, "an articulate and most effective 
advocate of free markets, indeed freedom generally." Brother 
Bartley summed up his philosophy as, "free men; free 
markets." 

Brother Bartley was known for taking complex ideas 
and boiling them down for the reader. His editorials ranged 

from doubts about President Clinton's 
character to supporting a constitutional 
amendment establishing open borders 
for the United States. During his 
time as Editor, The Journal became 
"the mouthpiece of supply-side 
economics," the tax-cutting ideology 
that has influenced Republican 
fiscal policy from Ronald Reagan to 
George W. Bush. For all of his 
accomplishments, friends and 
colleagues described him as optimistic and humble. He was a 
steadfast believer in America. 




Grand President C. Maynard Turner's legacy
